watching her, she explained, “I’m 
doing this several times to check 
myself.” 

“I think you had better take the 
cuff off before my arm becomes gan- 
grenous,” | replied. 

This she did and then recorded 
some figures on a tiny slip of paper. I 
could not see what she wrote. 

She then used her stethoscope 
and tried to find my heartbeat. After 
several minutes she looked at me 
seriously and said, “Mr. Gorton, | 
hate to tell you this, but your heart 
isn’t beating.” This was just too 
much. I burst out laughing. 

“Sweetheart, if my heart isn’t 
beating I don’t think I'd be sitting in 
this chair talking to you. Now let me 
have that stethoscope; I'll find my 
heartbeat for you and you can count 
the beats. If you don’t hear it, please 
say so.” 

When I returned the stethoscope 
to her, she said that she heard the 
beats and wrote something on an- 
other slip of paper. As she left the 
room | asked her to tell her instructor 
that I would like to see her. 

The instructor finally appeared, 
introduced herself and said, “I would 
like to take your blood pressure and 
listen to your heart to check on the 
student’s accuracy.” She smiled and 
thanked me when she was through. 

“I’m glad you came in. I am con- 
cerned about three things: one, the 
student could not find a heartbeat; 
two, she does not know how to take 
a blood pressure; and three, my 
confidence in this hospital has been 
shaken. But I feel somewhat relieved 
to know that you are checking up on 
the students.” I then reviewed the 
conversations about my bowel speci- 
mens with her. We shared a good 
laugh. 

About this time my doctor and sur- 
geon arrived together. They re- 
viewed the laboratory and X-ray 
findings with me, discussed the diag- 
nosis in detail and told me that sur- 
gery was definitely indicated. Since I 
had assumed that this might be the 
case, I was not too dismayed at the 
news. I did, however, ask them if 
surgery could be postponed for a few 
months since I had some work com- 
mitments that I wanted to keep. 
They felt that such a postponement 
might be all right. 

“Try it,” my surgeon suggested, 


“and if you get too uncomfortable, 
let me know.” 

My doctor then told me that I 
could now go home and that he had 
already signed the discharge slip. 

1 went to the nurse’s station and 
asked to have the discharge slip sent 
to the unit since a friend would pick 
me up at the hospital and I did not 
want to keep him waiting. She re- 
plied that this was impossible and 
that my friend would have to pick up 
the slip at the cashier’s office. When 
he arrived and tried to obtain this 
slip, he was told that the slip had 
been sent up to my floor. I tried to 
hang on to my sanity, but this last 
confusion seemed just too much. 
The missing discharge slip was finally 
located, my friend and I stopped at 
the cashier’s office, my records were 
checked and a bill for my telephone 
calls was presented to me and paid. 
Not a word was spoken. 

In the car, on our way home, I told 
my friend, “I am leaving the hospital 
with the same unfavorable impres- 
sion I got while I waited to be ad- 
mitted. Very few people in this hos- 
pital have any idea of just how im- 
portant good interpersonal relations 
are to the patient’s peace of mind 
and to his adjustment to hospitaliza- 
tion.” 

Reflections from home 

Have | been too harshly critical of 
the nursing care I received? I did not 
intend to be overly critical. I do hope 
that my impressions may stimulate 
nurses and other health care profes- 
sionals to review and appraise just 
what they do and don’t do as they 
care for their patients. I would like 
them to think about the ways their 
patients may perceive their actions. 
Did they find them helpful or harm- 
ful? I also hope that my comments 
will raise questions that every nurse, 
and in particular, every head nurse, 
should ask her/himself: 

Are my relations with my patients 
effective? Do I accept accountability 
and responsibility for my nursing ac- 
tions? Do | really care about each pa- 
tient? Do I convey this caring to each 
patient? 


P.S. from the editors of JPN: When 
we recently wrote to Mr. Gorton 
telling him that we wanted to publish 
his article, he wrote tack: “Just a 
word of follow-up ... when I re- 
turned to the same hospital for sur- 
gery a few months later, I hired a pri- 
vate duty nurse to care for me during 
the first few post-operative days.” O 
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
